I have  pleasure  in  presenting  this  report  on  the  state  of 
Public  Health  in  the  Urban  District  of  Bromsgrove  during  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1959* 

POPULATION  AND  HOUSING  The  estimated  population  increased  by  400  to 
32,100.  This  increase  is  partly  due  to  the  difference  betv;een  births, 
532  (555)  and  deaths,  339  (35l).  The  remaining  207  gives  a picture  of 
the  excess  of  movement  into,  over  the  movement  out  of  the  District  during 
the  year  and  compares  with  the  influx  of  204  in  1958,  994  in  1957  and  736 
in  1956,  There  were  765  families  on  the  housing  register  o.t  the  end  of 
the  year.  The  number  of  inhabited  houses  increased  by  197  to  9,995. 

DEATHS  There  was  a small  fail  in  the  percentage  of  dearths  duo  to 
diseases  of  the  heart  a.nd  circulatory  system.  Deaths  duo  to 
respiratory  diseases  again  increased  slightly,  a result  of  the  increased 
incidence  of  influenza  during  the  early  months  of  the  year, 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  Notifications  of  infectious  diseases  increased 
from  178  in  1958  to  550  in  1959,  360  of  the  ca,ses  being  due  to  measles. 
There  was  a decreo.se  to  38  in  the  notifications  of  puerperal  pyrexia 
compared  with  the  46  in  1958.  The  appreciable  increase  in  the 
notification  of  Dysentery  was  due  to  an  outbreak  of  Sonne^ Dysentery 
o.t  a primary  school. 

VACCINATION  AND  IMt-lUNlSATION  There  was  little  change  in  the  numbers 
of  children  immunised  against  diphtheria.  There  was,  however,  an 
excellent  increase  in  the  percentage  of  infants  vaccinated  against 
Smallpox  from.  51,8^  in  1958  to  67,10^  in  1959,

CHIROPODY  SERVICE 

Through  the  Agency  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  arrangcm.ents  were 
made  to  start  a.  monthly  chiropody-  service  for  old  people  at  the  surgery  of 
local  chiropodist.

For' the  ninth  consecutive  year  ao  case  of  diphtheria  was 
notified.  The  last  diphtheria  death  occurred  im  1945, 
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Two  Ou  obrcr'.ks  of  Sonno’'  Pysontery 


Cn  the  ?th  June,  1959?  iiiTormo.tion  v/o.s  received  that  a number  of 
children  were  absent  from  a Primary  School  on  account  of  diarrohooa, 
vomitinj:  and  abdominal  pain.  On  invcstiga.tion  it  was  found  that  26 
c'uildren  had  been  affected  during  the  previous  14  days.  Stool  specimens 
w.Tw  immediately  taken  from  tv/o  of  th^.  cases  and  the  results  received 
on  the  8th  Junv.-  indicated  that  they  were  both  suffering  from  Sonno^ 
Pysontery. 

As  the  outbreak  appeared  to  bo  confined  to  classes  1 and  2,  it  v;as 
agreed,  in  consultation  with  the  County  Medica.l  Officer,  that  the  two 
cl.asses  affected  should  be  closed  to  enable  them  all  to  be  investigated 
^ xpcditiously , 


Unfortunately,  the  infection  spread  to  children  in  clo.sses  3,4  S.nd  5 
and  \/ithin  a fe\.’  days  110  out  of  a toted,  of  191  pupils  wore  affected. 

The  outbreak  began  to  tail  off  about  the  middle  of  July  by  \diich 
time  201  children  and  contacts  were  investigated  of  whom  74  wore  found 
positive  for  Sonne"  Dysentery. 

The  Teachers  .and  School  fK.als  Staff  at  the  School  \.'ore  investigated 
but  all  gave  negative  results. 

Of  the  110  children  at  this  school  v.’ho  were  affected  107  were  investigated 
nd  52  ga.vc  positive  results  and  of  94  contacts  followed  up  28  were  found 
0 be  infected. 

Among  the  positive  contacts  a.  number  v;ore  children  s.ttending  other 
schools  in  w'.iich  spread  of  the  disease  was  prevented  by  their  immediate 
eo:clusion;  others  included  a waitress  at  a Cafe',  an  assistant  in  a 
grocery  store  and  a v.-ork^r  at  a Mineml  V/ater  Factory. 

Investiga.tion  of  the  organism  showed  it  generally  to  bo  Tj^'po  2,  a 
type  -which  had  been  found  in  outbrohls  during  the  year  at  Ivesham, 
l-Prshore,  Stourbridge  and  Halesowen. 

A further  localised  outbreak  of  Sonne" Dysentery  occurred  in  a 
Childrens'  Posidentiol  Ilurscry,  12  positive  cases  wore  notified*

Most  of  the  food  shops  in  the  district  are  now  equipped  with  facilities 
for  hand  '.vashing  and  protection  of  foods  exposed  for  sale  by  means  of 
glass  screens  is  new  generally  in  use.  There  is,  however,  still  too 
-v.uch  of  a "co'aldn't  care  less''  attitude  among  certain  food  handlers. 


The  hind  of  apathy  one  meets  is  illustrated  in  the  following  incident 
.'.■".'.ich  occurred  during  the  course  of  an  inspection.  A large  retail  food 
shop  was  visited  on  a Tuesday  morning.  The  gas  heaters  over  the  staff 
■.vash-'iand  basins  'verc  not  lit,  consequently,  no  hot  water  was  available 
for  hand  v;ashing  after  use  of  the  toilets.  When  this  was  pointed  out 
to  the  Manager,  ho  said  that  they  were  put  out  on  Saturday  night  and  he 
had  forgotten  to  light  them  on  Monday  morning.  If  the  Iiispector  had  not 
called  it  makes  one  wonder  if  they  would  ever  have  been  lit  again? 

Dr.  Henderson,  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service, 
has  Icindly  continued  to  examine  sv/abs  of  crockery  etc.  taken  from 
catering  -stablishmcnts.  A very  considerable  improvement  is  noticed 
when  a cemparison  is  made  with  the  earlier  results  of  these  examinations.
